MORE ROLLING STOCK

Manager Gerlinger Makes Large Pur-
chase for Dallas & Falls City
Railroad.

L. Gerlinger, Jr., general manager
of tha Dallas & Falls City railroad,
accompanied by Mrs, Gerlinger, ar-
rived home Sunday from a three
weeks' visit to the Middle West.
During his absence from home, he
visited Minneapolis, St. Paul, Chicago,
St. Louis and other large cities, while

extreme heatof the Mississippi Valley.

The object of Mr. Gerlinger's trip
